THE total valueof the breadstuffs exported 
from the United States for the nine months 
ending Sept. 30, 1881, was $177,452,349, against 
9200.34, 277 worth exportea during the cor- 
responding nine months of last year.

GUITEAU will probably be arraigned to- 
day. Mr. Scoville has thus far been unable 
to procure any legal assistance.

SENATOR Davip Davis was yesterday 
elected presiding officer of the United States 
Senate on the motion of his colleague, Sen- 
ator Logan. The vote stood on the question 
of Senator Davis’ election 36 to 34. Senator 
Bayard and the Independent Senator for 
Illinois refrained from voting. 


THE monument to President Garfield 
which it is proposed to erect in Lake View 
Cemetery, near Cleveland, will cost about 
$200,000. The Monument Committee think 
that this amount will be subscri itbin 
the next three weeks. Cleveland alone, it is 
thought, will subscribe $50,000, 


THE Moore House at Yorktown \wilt be 
formally opened next Saturday to accOmmo- 
date distinguished citizens. The gr pa- 
vilion will be opened with religious services 
the following day. Military organizations 
and citizens have begun to arrive on the his- 
toric grounds from all parts of the United 
States. 


Tur French wheat crop of the year will 
yield about 58,000,000 bushels less than the 
crop of last year. The deficit must be sup- 
plied mainly from this country, as the wheat 
crops of the countries bordering on France 
are rather short, much shorter than was an- 
ticipated. The wheat crop of Algeria is re- 
ported to be in a deplorable condition. 


By a vote of 37 to 35, and on resolution of 
Senator Edmunds, the Senate Committees as 
constituted at the last session will be contin- 
ued, and the President pro tem., Senator 
David Davis, is authorized to fill the vacan- 
cies which may exist or arise during the pres- 
ent session.

CONGRESSMAN DUNNELL is working hard 
to prevent the election of Secretary Windom 
by the Minnesota Legislature to fill out his 
(Windom’s) unexpired term in the United 
States Senate. Dunnell, it is claimed, has 
found active allies in Gov. Pillsbury and ex-

PARNELL was arrested in Dublin yester- 
day morning under the provisions of the Co- 
ercion act and taken quietly to Kilmainham 
Jail. On the news becoming known, there 
was intense excitement throughout Ireland 
and among the Irish-American population at 
this side. Gladstone announced the arrest 
of the Irish agitator at the Guildhall, Lon- 
don, on the occasion of his formally receiv- 
ing an address from the London Corporation, 
and the announcement was received with 
tremendous cheers.

GOOD-BY, BAYARD! 
BOUNCING THE BOURBON. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct, 13.—David Davis, 
of Lilinois, is President pro tempore of the 
Senate, and the next person in the line of 
constitutional succession to the Presidency 
of the United States. The Independent 
party in the Senate has thus, by the force of 
circumstances and his own merits, been 
placed above all, and among the Democracy 
there is weeping, and wailing, and gnashing 
of teeth. The sarcastic resolution of thanks 
to Mr. Bayard for the impartiality with 
which he administered the duties of the of- 
fice of President pro tempore for possibly 
two hours will scarcely prevent the 
wags from writing Mr. Bayard’s politi- 
cal epitaph: Since I was so soon 
to be done for, the wonder is 
what I was begun for.” The transition. of 
power in the Senate, momentous as it may 
be in possible consequences, was 

~ “2 PAERRPAMONTARY Parner. 
The ridiculousness of the Democratic posi- 
tion was so conspicuous that the better- 
natured in their party could not restrain 
their smiles, while the Kepublicans in the 
galleries were in roars of laughter. Mr. 
Bayard, with two States disfranchised and 
three Senators exciuded, was President pro 
tempore foraday by one majority. David 
Davis, with the three Senators admitted and 
no States disfranchised, is President of the 
Senate by two majority. The Repub- 
lican party, buttressed by the two 
Independents, Mahone and David Davis, has 
again carried its point against the united 
Democracy, and the Republicans retain con- 
trol of the committees of the Senate, and 
have placed in line of succession to the Pres- 
idency a man who,if in namea Democrat, 
was the warm lifetime friend of Abraham 
Lincoln and an ardent supporter of the cause 
of the Union. The Democrats, by electing 
David Davis to the Senate, made possible the 
Republican control of the Electoral Commis- 
sion and the subsequent election of Hayes. 
The Democrats, by the election of David 
Davis to the Senate, have made it possible 
for the Administration party to control the 
organization of the Senate, and rendered it 
impossible for 

A SECESSION SYMPATHIZER 
to become President of the United States. 
The session of the Senate was a short one, but 
it witnessed two successive Democratic sur- 
renders. Mr. Edmunds, upon reassembling, 
pressed his resolution for the reappointment 
of the committees of the last session, with a 
provision that the vacancies could be filled 
by the presiding officer. The Democrats 
went into the cheese-paring business, and 
wished to have created instead the number 
of committees necessary to consider the 
nominations which might be made by the 
President without having any knowledge 
what those nominations would be. The Re- 
publicans voted this down, David Davis and 
Mahone voting with them. The Democrats 
did not attempt to filibuster, and the 
Republicans carried their point as to the 
Committees by two majority, and the com- 
mittee clerks hastened to the Clerk’s office 
to be sworn, that their pay might begin. 
THE NEXT SURRENDER 

was of the office of President of the Senate. 
Directly Mr. Edmunds had carried the day 
with his committees, Senator John A. Logan 
quietly sent to the Clerk’s desk to be read a 
resolution calling upon the Senate to proceed 
immediately to the election of David Davis, 
of Illinois, as President pro tempore. Judge 
Davis sat quietly in his seat, possibly the 
least concerned of any man in the assembly. 
Pendleton, the organ of the Democratic 
caucus, who had been damed at 
every point, was determined, at least, 
to use the last parliamentary weap- 
on, and interposed the objection 
that, under the rules, the resolution should 
lie overa day, Mr. Logan, in obedience to 
the rules, reluctantly assented, and the Sen- 
ate instantly went into executive session. 
The doors were opened, and it was thought 
that the Senate had adjourned, but it was 
discovered that Mr. Pendleton, just as the 
doots were opening, had withdrawn his ob- 
jection, and was considering the Logan reso- 
lution.

who had already ieft the chair to Harris, as 
if aware of his impending doom, rose to say

for even the austere Mr. Bayard, and 
seized Judge Davis’ arm in the utmost 3 
humor, and escorted him to the chalr. Judge 
Davis did not draw from his pocket a speech 
prepared before the Senate met, as Mr. 
Bayard did two days before. He spoke a 
few manly words [found elsewhere}, in 
which he acknowledged the honor as due to 
him for his independent position in politics. 
ald that he had not sought the office, and that 
he owed no one any favor for it, and shouid 
endeavor to do equal justice to all. He ouly 
prayed indulgence for his inexperience in 
parliamentary methods, and another peace- 
ful revolution was accomplished, and the 
Bourbon work was undone. 

MANY REASONS 
induced the Republicans to take this course, 
but there was one above all. The idea may 
he scouted throughout the country, but there 
was avery grave apprehension among the 
Republican Senators of the consequences 
which might attend the violent or the natu- 
ral death of President Arthur, and it was 
deemed wise and patriotic to place in the line 
of Presidential succession a man who, what- 
ever his immediate party affiliations or non- 
affiliations might be, was a man who had a 
reputation as a statesman and as a Unlon- 
loving, patriotic American. That record 
Judge Davis had, and unpleasant as it was 
for many Republicans to vote for him on 
party grounds, they might feel relieved to 
know that in the-ordinary course of even 
during this Administration, even should the 
sad fate of Garfield overtaké Mr. Arthur, 
Republic would be in the hands of one wh 
has always loved it and been loyal to it 
heart and deed. 

BAYARD. 

A reporter met Senator Bayard soon after 
the action of the Republican caucus became 
known. He appeared in no way disconcerted 
by the action of the Republicans. He saia 
that, placed in the position the Democratic 
majority was at the opening of the Senate, 
it would have been derelict to duty had it 
failed to comply with the law at once and 
elect an officer to fill the existing gap in the 
Government. Something higher than a mere 
presiding officer to go through the form of 
putting motions and deciding parliamentary 
points was then tne question. In accepting 
the position, which he by no means sought 
or desired—for he had other duties 
requiring his attention—he did it 
as a soldier selected as a forlorn 
hope who marches out with death almost 
inevitable, and wounds certain. 
duty he owed to accept the position, and was 
prompted by no ambitious aspirations. 

He spoke of Senator Davis in the highest 
terms as an upright, honorable man of great 
attainments. The only criticism he indulged 
in was that, to be perfectly consistent, Davis, 
if he intended to occupy the position he now 
does, should, when the vote was taken Mon- 
day, have voted against him, and thus indi- 
cated his antagonism to his selection for the 
position. Should the Senate elect Davis 
President pro tem. he (Bayard) would feel 
no personal regret, but rather a feeling of re- 
lief, for, under the existing circumstances, 
the office was one which a sensitive man 
might well feel a delicacy in occupying. 

DEMOCRATIC DISAPPOINTMENT. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 13.— There is ap- 
parent disappointment among the Demo- 
cratic Senators at Senator Davis’ election. 
They generally believed, up to the last mo- 
ment, that he would not accept. Some of 
them criticise him pretty severely, saying 
he has virtually abandoned his much-boasted 
independent position. A Democratic Sena- 
tor who generally reflects his party’s senti- 
} * . 
bition was tempted by the possibility of 
reaching the Presidential chair, and that 
overcame his usually good judgment. I be- 
lieve he did not more than half get his own 
consent to accept that position at the hands 
of the Republicans. and I feel confident 
the Republicans will be woefully disappoint- 
edin him. They lay the flattering unction 
to their souls that he will remain silent on 
all party questions, and thus leave them a 
majority of one. 1 am satisfied he will not 
do anything of the kind. Ido not believe he 
will vote with the Republicans any more in 
the future than he has in the past. I have 
confidence in his integrity, and while 1 think 
he made a mistake in taking this position, he 
will never be guilty of any act that will give 
the transaction the color of a bargain as far 
as he is concerned.“ 

ANOTHER DEMOCRAT, 
who represents the views of those who criti- 
cise Davis, says: I regard Davis’ election 
as the result of abargain. Ido not mean 
that certain terms and conditions were 
definitly stated and agreed upon. This I am 
satistied was not done. But there was and is 
a tacit understanding as to what Davis is to 
do fur the Republicans. He understands 
that he is expected to vote on questions where 
the Republicans want a majority, and he will 
comply. The Republicans weft too smart to 
demand a definit pledge from David Davis, 
and, because they did not, the old man per- 
suades himself that there was no bargain, 
and that the country will see the affair in that 


light.” 
SENATOR DAVIS 

said today to a Democratic Senator, with 
whom he enjoys intimate relations, that he 
wanted his friends to understaud that the po- 
sition came to him unsought, and without 
any conditions, and that he would not accept 
it otherwise, though he frankly admitted 
that he desired the position. His friends as- 
sured him that they had no doubt of the in- 
tegrity of his purpose. Davis then remarked 
that he would not assist, either by his vote or 
by not voting, to displace any Democratic of- 
ficial, and that he would vote to give the 
| Democrats the Secretary of the Senate. He 
added that he intended to vote in future as 
he had in tke past, in accordance with his 
own judgment. When the proposition to 
elect him was formally submitted Davis de- 
clared that he would not accept it, except un- 
conditionally. ~ 

REPUBLICAN SENATORS, 
questioned in regard to the future action of 
David Davis, profess to have no knowledge 
of how he will vote on Secretary and Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, If any such knowledge ex- 
ists, itis confined to those who were very 
earnest in bringing about the election. Re- 
publican Senators, without exception, repu- 
diate the assertion that there was any bargain 
as to the future, and say that the ousting of 
Bayard was done to remove, as much as pos- 
sible, the danger of Arthur’s death being a 
partisan advantage to any one. It is thought 
that a move will be made tomorrow to elect 
a Secretary.

THE PHILADELPHIA HORROR.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 13.—The work 
lone by the flames at Landenberger’s Mill 
last nicht was of the most appalling charac- 
ler. Thirty-nine men, women, boys, and 
girls, constituting the “night gang,” were 
busy at their looms and knitting-machines 
when the cry of Fire!“ ran through the 
building, and the flames almost instantly 
shot from the second floor, gutting off the 
only point of egress from the structure. The 
excitement of the operatives on all the 
floors above the first was terrible 
in its intensity, and the few men 
who had presence of mind, and who 
suggested care in the general effort 
to escape, found the panic beyond control. 
The affrighted people rushed to the windows 
and plunged through them to the pavement 
or ground below, while others, with frenzied 
impetuosity, dashed even 
INTO THE MIDST OF THE FLAMES, 
hoping perhaps to pass in safety the fire-line 
und reach the stair. There was no fire-escape, 
there were no ropes, and if there had been it 
is improbable that the women and men, who 
were terror-stricken, could have made 
use of them. One man seized 
upon a quantity of warp, with which 
he tried to lower himself from one 
of the fourth-story window, and, as he was 
standing fifty feet from the ground, the im- 
prov line parted and he fell, fatally 
crushed, to the earth.

Last night the interior of the building was 
lighted as usual, and about half-past 9 o’clock 
the light on the second floor was found to be 
flickering in an unaccountable way by the 
foreman, Henry Atkinson, who left for an 
adjoining department to ascertain the cause. 
He was absent but a few moments, and on

THE INTERIOR OF THE ROOM IN FLAMES. 
He hastily ran to the upper floor, and, after 
giving the alarm, fled from the building, the 
stairs which he descended between the sec- 
ond and third floors being on fire and Spread- 
ing rapidly. 

The theory as to the origin of the fire is 
that sparks from the electric light fell onto 
some woolen goods that were lying on the 
floor immediately below the apparatus and 
set fire to them, which soon spread, owing to 
their inflammable character. At the time of

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 13.—A fire broke 
out at Landenberger’s mill last night which 
Was disastrous to life and property. It orig- 
inated in the finishing-room of the second 
floor, and spread through the building with 
amazing rapidity. About forty-five hands, 
twelve of whom were girls, were at work on 
this floor, but the majority were engaged in 
the spinning and weaving departments on 
the upper floors. The wooden stairways at 
either end of the building were soon ablaze. 
The bridge connecting the building with an- 
other mill was shut off by fire-proof doors, 
and in the absence of any fire-ascape 

A PANIC INSTANTLY ENSUED 
among the men and women confined within 
the building. They rushed to the windows 
crying frantically to the crowd below to save 
them. It was proposed by the crowd to form 
squares in the street and catch the men and 
girls as they leaped out, but before anything 
could be done a young woman leaped from 
the fifth story. It seemed that every bone in 
her body was broken, for she never breathed 
after striking the pavement. After this the 
imprisoned people seemed to have become 
frenzied, and, though the crowd sought to 
encourage them by shouting that help would 
shortly be there, they began jumping from 
the windows like sheep. A man, apparently 
bereft of reason, flung himself headlong to 
the street, and while his body was still in the 
air others followed, now a man, then a 
woman or half-grown girl, until, in a few 
minutes, 

ELEVEN HUMAN BEINGS, 
one and all unconscious, with fractured 
skulls and broken limbs, were being carried 
by tender hands to a neighboring saloon, on 
the floor of which body after body was laid 
in a row, until vehicles were procured to 
convey them to the hospitals. 

By this time the relatives of the victims 
began to gather outside the building, and 
the cries of mothers outside to their children 
still in the burning rooms, and their lameuta- 
tions over those who had jumped and been 
literally dashed to pieces, were heartrend- 
ing to hear. When the firemen were able to 
enter the building they found on the third 
floor the bodies of two females 

BURNED ALMOST TO A CRISP, 
and a man badly scorched and dead, but be- 
fore they could search further the fourth

Desperate Shooting Affray Be- 
tween Two Detectives at 
New Orleans. 


AThird Party to the Affray Alleged 
to Have Been Guilty of 
Foul Play. 


A Ravisher Taken from a South 
Carolina Jail and Hanged 
by a Mob. 


Robbers Poorly Rewarded in a Safe- 
Blowing Exploit at Wauna- 
kee, Wis. 


Capture of the Robbers Who Got Away 
with $8,000 of a Farmer's 
Money. 


HANGED BY A MOB. 
Bpeci1l Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
ColuuntA, S. C., Oct. 13.—This morning, 


between 1 and 2 o’clock, Jack Williams, col- 


ored, who had been sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for life for committing rape, was 
taken from the Orangeburg Jail bya mob 
and hanged to a tree until he wasdead. The 
crime for which Williams was lynched was 
committed several months ago, and was of 
the most atrocious character, the victim be- 
ing Linnie Hughes, a little white girl not 
quite 11 years old, living with her parents in 
Orangeburg County. The trial took place last 
Saturday. The testimony for the prosecution 
was overwheiming, and the details of the 
crime were perhaps the most revolting ever 
recorded in a court of justice. ‘Tne vast au- 
dfence which occupied the court-room 
seemed actually subdued and rendered mute 
by the terrible consequences of the crime to 
the voor innocent little victim, who, in obe- 
dience to the laws of the State, was com- 
pelied to tell her heartrending story to the 
world. The defense offered no testimony, 
and, after an ingenious argument by coun- 
sel for the prisoner and a clear and compre- 
hensive charge from the Judge, the 
case was given to the jury, who, 
after three hours’ deliberation, return- 
ed the following remarkable verdict: 
“We find the prisoner, Jack Williams, guilty, 
but recommend him to the mercy of the court.” 
Under the laws of the State this verdict re- 
duced the punishment for the crime from death 
to imprisonment for life at hard labor in the 


Penitentiary. The verdict caused great indig- 
nation among all classes, and there were many 
threats of lynching; but better counsels pre- 
vailed and averted such a nent 1 for a time 
at least. On Wednesday afternoon the prisoner 
was again brought into court, sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life, and remanded to the jail 
to await transportation to the penitentiary. 
The town stution- bouse of r is in the 
jail building, on the first floor. e State pris- 
oners are confined in the cells on the second 
Hoor. This morning shortly after midnight a 
policeman arrested a drunken man upon the 
street and took him to the jail. When the jail- 
er, Capt. Palmer, opened the door for the recep- 
tion of the offender a erowd of some twenty-five 
or thirty masked men suddenly rushed in the 
door, overpowered the jailer and policeman, 
took forcible possession of the jail keys, and 
proceeded directly to Williams’ cell. In less 
time than it takes to write these 
lines the rape fiend was dragged out of the 
building, silently conveyed toa point near the 
river about half a mile distant, where one end 
ef astout piece of rope was made fast around 
his neck, the other was thrown over the limb of 
a stout oak tree, and almost in the twinkling of 
an eye the miserable wretch was dangling de- 
tween heaven and earth, after which, their work 
accomplished, the lynchers quietly dispersed. 


ANOTHER DARING ROBBERY.

Mapison, Wis., Oct. 13.—A robbery equal 
in daring to the exploits of tne celebrated 
James brothers took place at Waunakee, a 
village ten miles north of this city, at 2 
o’clock this morning.

Brennan received the following interesting let- 
ter from Mason: 

WASHINGTON BARRACKS, D. C., Oct. 7, 1881.— 
Mr. James Brennan—Dear Six: Your kind et- 
ter of Sept. Bis athand. Thanks to you for $5; 
it helps to pay my lawyer, Mr. J. G. Bigelow, of 
No. 323 Four-and-one-balf street, Washington. 

Dear sir, | would shoot forty assasins before [ 
would guard one; I am sorry that (did not hit 
that wretch; he would not be telling the good 
people that he was the humbie servant of God 
to shoot a good man like James A. Garfield. It 
is a disgrace to let such live as that assasin Gui- 


teau. 

I will tell you who | am. I was born in Vir- 
ginia, May 15, 1845. My father moved to Ohio in 
1850: was a pious man, a mason by name and 
trade. Leniisted in January, 1d, in Company 
D., Seventy-eighth Ohio Regiment. My name 
was Charles B. Mason then. I was in the battle 
of Fort Doneison in February, 1862; in the bat- 
tle of Shiloh, April, 1862, and other places; was 
shot at Raymond, Miss., May 12, 1 You can 
see that I was u mere boy then. My left shoulder 
is not well to this er. After the War I found 
myself hard-up in Virginia. At Fredericksburg 
I enlisted in Company G. Twelfth Infantry, as 
John A. Mason. That became the Twenty-first 
Infantry in 1869, and was sent to Arizona. I 
went as far as San Francisco. My time was up, 
three years, July 13, 1869. I enlisted in 8 
B. Second United States Artillery, July 13, 1869, 
for five years, and have been in this battery ever 
since. 

Il have been a good soldier, never in trouble 
till this time; bave been a duty Sergeant for 
nine years and six months, a First Sergeant 
since June 2, 1881. Went to Texas in June last 
ae a witness on a court-martial; went to Fort 
McKenett, a trip of 4,480 miles, then back; got 
back July 4; found the President shot, my bat- 
tery at the White House on guara. I did not 
feel weil at that time, and if there was to be 
any shooting | wanted a hand at it too. Obio 
men could not be shot if 1 could helpit. That 
wretch was put in a strong jail with soldiers to 

ard him. If any one would guard an assasin, 
ethim; I will not, and would have left the 
army, where I have been so long, or shoot. If 
he had been at the window he would have been 
dead. I could not see bim, and had to guess 
that he was there. My dear wife and sweet baby 
had to go home to Virginia witha heavy beart. 
i married a Miss B. E. Mason, of Locust Grove, 
Orange County, Va., in August, 1879. My re- 
spects to you all. J. A. MASON.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 13,—Star-Chamber Courts 
don’t workin Ohio.

BORROWED FOR THE OCCASION, 
but for which Garrett held proxies in the 
names of the owners as registered upon the 
registry books. No evidence was brought 
forward to prove that the ownership of these 
shares was other than appeared upon the 
books. Gould’s attorney insisted that he 
was now the owner, but to this claim the lie 
almost direct was given by the Baltimore & 
Ohio counsel. To Gould’s demand that the 
stock should be voted in his interest, and the 
registry books wholly ignored, the Court 
promulgated a most positive denial, the de- 
cision giving Garrett the power to vote the 
shares as per the proxies he possessed. 

The next demand of Gould was that the 
holders of bonds should not participate in 
the election, and this despite the fact that 
the by-laws of the Ohio & Mississippi Com- 
pany explicitly provide that they shall, and 
such has been the custom since the organiza- 
tion of the corporation. This point was as 
emphatically demolished as the other, the 
Court ruling that the bondholders should 
vote under the same provisions as had 
hitherto governed them. 

THE THIRD CLAIM, 
which practically was that the minority and 
not the majority should appoint the tellers 
of and control the election, met the same fate 
as all the other claims made by the Gould 
party, the decision as rendered being over- 
whelmingly against the redoubtable magnate 
of roads.

A TELEGRAP HIC STANDPOINT. 


When Gould perfected his consolidation of 
the Western Union he was especially de- 
sirous of including the Baltimore & Ohio 
system, which was, in reality, the very heart 
of the American Union system, having been 
the nucleus of its organization, as it was of 
the Atlantic & Pacific beforeit. It is well 
known that whatsoever is owned by the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Company is operated exclu- 
sively under the one management; and 
though the Baltimore & Ohio telegraph 
lines were so important a part of the Ameri- 
ean Union system, they were never out of 
the hands of the Baltimore & Ohio Compa- 
ny, but were operated in the interest of the 
American Union. 

THE BALTIMORE & OHIO SYSTEM, 
when it formed the nucleus of the Atlantic 
& Pacific, was only made under the-distinct 
agreement that the company was to be in op- 
position to the Western Union. When the 
latter absorbed the Atlantic & Pacific, the 
Baltimore & Ohio contract was at an end. 
Subsequently a similar contract was made 
with the American Union, and when it was 
made a part and parcel of the Western 
Union the Baltimore & Ohio again became 
an entirely independent system. Every ef- 
fort was made by Gould to get Garrett to 
come into the ring, but to no avail. Hence 
the retaliation attempted by securing the 
Ohio & Mississippi and thus cutting the Bal- 
timore & Ohio off wholly from freight, pas- 
senger, express, and telegraphic trafic with

Tue returns from the Ohio election im- 
prove upon acquaintance.

Better news still is 
the statement that the Legislature is strong- 
ly Republican in both branches—the Senate 
containing twenty Republicans to thirteen 
Democrats and the House sixty-vine Repub- 
licans to thirty-six Democrats. This is the 
most crushing defeat the Democrats have 
sustained since 1872. The loss to the Repub- 
lieans caused by the Prohibitionist bolt was 
more than made good by gains of Democrats 
who were disgusted by the nomination of 
Bookwalter.

He is a clean, reputable, plucky, 
and honorable man; his independence and 
force of character have eaused him to be 
highly esteemed; and he has a large person- 
al acquaintance in the State. Foster is plain- 
ly the coming man in Ohio politics. He has 
perhaps not overlooked the fact that when 
his term as Governor expires in 1884 Mr.

Tux London Times consoles the British 
public for the successes of the American 
race-horses by saying that they are after all 
of English stock. “ Until one of our great 
races is won,“ it says, “by a horse of 
American blood and breeding, trained by an 
American, and ridden by an American, En- 
glishmen will not feel bound to acknowledge 
total discomfiture.” This is a small hole to 
craw! out of, and we are reluctant to close 
it utterly against the British Lion, but no 
other course is left us to pursue. From the 
nature of the case the conditions mentioned 
by the Times can never be fulfilled, as there 
are, strictly speaking, no American horses. 
The horse is not indigenous to this country. 
There are, or were, some wild horses in 
parts of the continent, but they are 
merely neglected descendants of the 
ehargers. If the Times 
means to say that the bold Britons 
will never be aiscomfited until a mustang 
wins the Derby, then it argues a degree of 
hardness in the British “face” which is 
worthy of a better cause. There is another 
side to the question. The British races are 
not won by English horses. The race-horses 
of England are of Turkish and Arabian de- 
scent. If the English, therefore, object to 
American horses on the score of nativity, 
the Americans may object to English horses 
on the same grounds. The fact is the Amer- 
ican racing successes in England are remark- 
able from any point of view. That a horse 
born on American soil, accustomed to the 
elimate, water, bluegrass, and grain of Ken- 
tucky, should be able to cross the ocean and 
win races froin the pick of the English 
stables, all perfectly acelimated, is wonder- 
ful, and that two or more American horses 
should be able to do the same thing is simply 
eonclusiye proof that the conditions in this 
country are peculiarly favorable to the 
breeding of race-horses.

ARREST OF PARNELL. 

The news of the arrest of Mr. Parnell 
while on hig way to address a large meeting 
in Ireland yesterday is not altogether as 
surprising as it would have been had not 
the speeches made by him recently indicated 
a purpose on his part to force the British 
Government to adopt that extreme measure, 
While in this country the summary arrest of 
any person in time of peace for mere words, 
however violent and incendiary, can hardly 
find justification, and can hardly have any 
effect other than to magnify the impor- 
tance of the person arrested, and create a 
wider sympathy for him among his partisans, 
nevertheless it is unquestionable that the ar- 


rost will meet almost universal approval in

THE BLOCKADE IN PRODUCE, 
The situation of things on Change yester- 


uce. Many people who had bought near 
finding only an unsteadily growing loss by 
shrinkage in prices. They sold enough to 
depress quotations a little further, and the 
overstrain of the situation did the rest. 


There was a rather heavy call for margins, 


and the call found many unprepared to meet 
it. They had done such a heavy business, 
much of it on small margins from custom- 
ers, that all their ayaiiable cash was 
already locked up, and even where they had 
a profit on their deals they were cramped for 
money. And so they had to let go, the con- 
sequence being a further big break in prices. 
The selling of wheat was largely done on ac- 


count of parties in and near St. Louis, the | 


sales of corn mostly for Wall street people, 
and provisions were flung so freely on behalf 
of a prominent Eastern house in the provis- 
ion trade as to excite grave rumors ip regard 
to stability. The markets reacted somewhat 
later, but the feeling was exceedingly fever- 
ish and unsettled. 

The commercial situation is an abnormal 
one. Almost at the edge of winter our ware- 
houses are so full of grain that one railroad 
corporation has given public notice that it 
will receive no more grain consigned to Chi- 
cago for the present; and another road is 
understood to be committed to the same pol- 
icy. Nor is the evil confined to Chicago. The 
country warehouses, as well as those of other 
cities,are full of grain,because speculation has 
carried the prices up so high that consumers 
do not buy. Even with our drop of 16 cents 
per bushel on corn, we are still so 
high in Chicago that shipment to New York 
isimpossible except at a loss, though New 
York is relatively higher than Liverpool. 
The wheat market is in a similar fix. It 
looks as if we have made a market for other 
people to sell in. The people of Western 
Europe are purchasing grain from other 
countriés, and scarcely buying any pork prod- 
ucts at all. And avery unpleasant point in 
the story of our commercial blockade is the 
prospect that a severe decline here would be 
followed by a corresponding downward 
movement on the seaboard and in the Old 
World that would offer little less loss on 


The people who have brought about these 
conditions by rushing pell-mell over each 
other as buyers of property that they would 
not know what to do with if it were deliv- 
ered to them are slowly waking up to a real- 
izing sense of the facts in the case. What 
they are ‘*‘ going to do about it can scarcely 
be told. Many of them are already heavy 
losers, and there is reason to fear that they 
will lose yet more heavily before they are 
through with the deal. It would seem that 
a much greater loss must necessarily ensue 
if our warehouses be relieved sufficiently to 
admit of a healthy trade during the rapidly 
approachmg winter. All this is the more to 
be deplored as it would seem that present 
prices are not much too high, were it not for 
the reaction that inevitably follows an undue 
inflation, such as we have recently experi- 
enced.

LAND REFORM IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

The London Spectator of Sept. 24 has an 
intelligent article on the subject of The 
English Land Agitation,” and in this article 
describes clearly the present state.of parties 
on that question, which bids fair to be of ex- 
citing interest the coming year in England. 
The statement of the Spectator we reduce as 
follows: 

The landlords, a majority of the tenants 
growing grain, and most tenants holding 
dairy farms distant from the great cities 
have sustained for five years severe losses. 
The losses sustained by them are estiniated 
by Mr. Bright at $1,000,000,000, not including 
the reductions in the number of their sheep 
and cattle. The farmers assume that these 
losses will continue, and look forward to ruin 
if they have leases, and those having no leases 
throw up their farms or demand permanent 
reductions. The landlords, who have perma- 
nent burdens, regard these demands as 
monstrous. Some of both classes regard this 
distress as temporary, but its duration un- 
certain, and hence are unwilling to grant or 
take new leases on the only possible present 
terms. Out of this great diversity of in- 
terest and opinion 
parties, which are thus described: 

1. The protectionists. This includes many 
Tory landlords, a few ignorant Whig land- 
lords, and a great body of tenants, and has 
the latent sympathy of the whole body of the 
landed aristocracy, who dread a loss of 
power as much as one of money. These 
persons think that a tariff duty of a dollar a 
bushel on grain would enable tenants to pay 
liberal rents and live comfortably; and they 
bid for city support by promising that there 
will result a large rise in wages. They pro- 
claim a war of tariffs, forgetting that they 
cannot discriminate between nations in 
tariff legislation. 

2. The second party is that which demands 
readjusted taxation; but this cuts but little 
figure in the contest. 

3. The third party is that of tenant-right, 
which holds that there must be better secur- 
ity for capital invested in the soil, that rents 
must be reduced, and that cultivation so al- 
ters land as to create for the cultivator a 
right of property in the holding, though not 
in the freehold. They demand in substance 
the three F’s” put forth by the lrish agi- 
tators. ‘The English tenants concede to the 
landiords the pover to reduce the claims 
against them into pecuniary payments. This 
is the growing party, counting in its ranks 
some holders of land; all Scotch farmers, 
who are forming new societies every week; 
the Farmers’ Alliance, which has made ten- 
ant-right its leading principle; all farmers 
hopeless of protection; all lrishmen; and a 
large body of the city populations. 

Of these demands the Spectator says that 
security for capital will readily be granted, 
including the right of action by the tenant 
for damages in being deprived of his holding. 
Free sale may also be granted, with the pro- 
viso of a permanent prefmption to the land- 
lord. But “fair rent“ will be the great bone 
of contention. The objection to any legisla- 
tion on this point is thus stated: 


The landiord will say that in England the land 
was made culturuble by him, and not, as in Ire- 
land, by the tenunt—which is true in the main— 
and that he bas as much right to dire out his 
plant as any other trader has, or any builaer 
bas. A “judicial rent for a farm, when 
landlord has made the farm culturable and bab- 


factory, or a sewing-machine. In that arru- 
ment the landlord will be supported by the trad- 
ing instinct of the English people, which in- 
duces them usualiy to object to any law of max- 
imum—though they pass such laws about cabs, 
solicitors’ fees, the supply of water (a near an- 
aiogy), and of gas—and which may possibiy 
rove irresistible.

This party thinks that if land were made as 
salable as consols, and entail and settlement 
were aboiished, land would be sold in bits, and 
farmers’ grievances would adjust themselves. 
The landiords would be less pressed for money, 
and the tenants would, to a certain extent, have 
the option of changing tenancy into ownership, 
subject to mortgage. Moreover—and this is 
important and little noticed—the system. found 
so attractive as regards houses, of granting long 
leases partly for a low rent and partly for a sum 
down, would be easily introduced. 


This free-trade-in-land party has the sup- 
port of the Government, the support of the 
whole Liberal party as an organization, and 
of all landlords not devoted to an aristocratic 
system. Itis supported and advocated by 
Lord Derby. Itis not, however, supported, 
though not opposed, by any large body of 
farmers, who, while willing to enfranchise 
the soil, really desire to enfranchise the ten- 
ants. 

This statement of the division of parties 
in Great Britain on the land question leaves 
no doubt but that a measure substantially as 
sweeping as that in Ireland, so far as the 
condition of affairs in Great Britain require 
it, will pass the present Parliament. The 
three F's will be established in England and 
Scotland so far as the different circumstances 
may demand them. The whole Scotch peo- 
ple demand the reform, and before the Par- 
liament meets the English tenants as a body 
will unite with the Scotch. Mr. Gladstone 
is not the nran to hesitate in such a matter 
as this. He carried his bill for Ireland 
against the popular British sentiment, which 
was hostile to any relief of Ireland. He de- 
fended that bill because it was right in prin- 
ciple, and he will not now hesitate to give to 
Eugland and Scotland a like releif from the 
feudal land laws which prevail there. The 
fair-rent and the free-trade-in-land parties 
will unite and carry both of the measures, 
and Mr. Gladstone will become known in 
history as the author of the greatest refurm 
in the land laws that has been acomplished 
since the French revolution. He has already 
attained the unquestioned position as the 
foremost statesman of the century, and the 
emancipation of the soil and of the cul 
tivators of the soil of the United Kingdom 
will give to him the glory of accomplishing 
by peaceful revolution reforms greater than 
were ever obtained by force.

Loxpon, Oct, 13,—(iladstone visited Guild- 
hall today. and received, in a gold box, an 
address voted by the Corporation of London 
recording their high sense of his great 
services to his country, and asking him to sit 
for a marble bust to be placed in Guildhall. 
The compliment, it is understood, was not 
dictated by any partisan consideration. 

Gladstone, in his reply to the address, de- 
plored the arrears of business in the House 
of Commons in consequence of disloyalty to 
the House of men who had no pride iu its 
traditions. When Parliament had been ren- 
dered efficient, he said, reform in the. London 
inunicipality would be undertaken. 

IN ANNOUNCING THE ARREST OF PARNELL 
he said: “I have been informed the first 
step has been taken towards the vindication 
of law and order, the rights of property, and 
the first elements of civilization, by the ar- 
rest of a wan who, entirely from motives 
which I do not challenge or examine, has 
made himself prominent in the attempt to 
destroy the authority of law. We are not at 
issue with the people of Ireland. I firmly 
believe the majority of the tenants earnestly 
desire a fair trial of the Land act. The 
power with which we are struggling is that 
which endeavors to say how far the people 
shall obey the law. We have no fear of the 
people of Ireland. but do fear lest many more 
spould become demoralized or intimidated.”’

Gladstone said he would rejoice at the 
adoption of any form of local government in 
Lreland, provided it did not impair the su- 
premacy of the Imperial Government. He 
renewed a claim for the support of all, with- 
out distinction of party, in the gieat national 
crisis; Gladstone also expressed a hope that 
the difficulty with the Boers would soon be 
satisfactorily settled by the ratification of the 
convention. Gladstone was enthusiastically 
cheered throughout the delivery of the 
speech. There was a great crowd in the 
streets, and Gladstone was much cheered.

A CABINET COUNCIL. 

This morning a Cabinet council was held 
at the Ministry of Public Instruction, under 
the Presidency of M. Jules Ferry. Imme- 
diately afterward M. Ferry drove to the 
Elysée and conferred for some time with the 
President. Early in the afternoon he had 
asecond interview with M. Grévy, to whom 
he tendered the resignation of the whole 
Cabinet. There is reason to believed that M. 
Grévy temporarily refused to accept the 
proffered resignations, and pressed M. Ferry 
to keep his portfolio, at least for 
the present.

Between 8 and 4 o’clock a carriage was seen 
to drive up to the Presidential gates, 
and M. Gambetta, alighting, was ushered 
into the presence of the President, with 
whom he remained closeted for nearly three- 
quarters of an hour. What passed at this 
memorable interview is not yet clearly 
known. The probability is that M. Grévy, 
having already requested M. Ferry to keep 
office for a short time longer,

What is the matter with Fremont?” 

„The matter with him is that he does not 
pay the slighest attention to his business; 
that he uses his place simply for the purpose 
of a livelihnhod, and as au ornamental ap- 
pendage, and sports the title of Governor on 
the hotel registers of the Eastern watering- 
places when he ought to be at his post, pre- 
venting the savages from murdering his 
people. He seerfis to think that the fact that 
his name is at the topof one of the highest 
mountains of the Rocky Range; that roman- 
tic stories have been told about on the trail 
with Fremont’; that he was a pioneer in the 
Republican party;;and that Fremont and 
Jessie were watchwords in our first cam- 
paign, are reasons enough why he should be 
permitted to style himself Governor of Ari- 
zona, and not care a fig for the people of that 
section. 

They area hardy, robust, energetic people 


down there, developing a great country un- 
They need a strong, 
energetic, active Governor, who will iden- 
tify himself with their interests, and stay at 
his post night and day. They do not wanta 
kid-gloved, patent-ieather, tufted, red-rib- 
bon-in-your-buttophole sort of a man, who 
can sit in the back seat of a four-in-hand and 
smile; but they want a man of vigor, dash, 
endurance, who, if need be, can buckle his 
belt a little tiguter, as the Mexicans do, and 
ride among the mining camps 100 mies a 
day. He must have nerve, and brains, and 
snap, and dash, and be identitied with his 
people. All this Jonn C. Fremont is not 
now. He had those qualities in the 
early days when he iwprinted the name of Jobn 
C. Fremont upon the minds of the people of 
this country; but those days have gone by. 
Fremout is an old man. He is afeeble man. He 
is a memory of a mau who once aspire to great- 
ness. He deserves well of the Kepublic, and 
perhaps he ought to have a peusiou if be needs; 
but the Governor's chair in Arizoua is a r 
piace to pension anybody. They do not wa 

uuy cripples there. They want che liveliest, 
strongest men in America. Just look at the 
interests which are developing there—railroads 
striking in, mines to be worked, a motiey pepu- 
lation to be reconciled, aad barmonized, and 
made to work together; native bands of mur- 
derous savages to be exterminated, corraied, 
or subjugated; a Mexican popuiation that very 
poorly understands our ways, and does not at 
all understand our language. These are the 
heterogeneous elements to be moided into a 
useful, prosperous, successful people in one of 
the weaitbiest mining regions in the world; 
and you can't do it witn kid gloves or the 
memories of a frontier campaign of a quarter 
of a century ago. | am interested in 
mines down there—a great many Northern people 
are, and they want a stabie form of govern- 
ment. “he Territorial laws are good enough, 

rhaps. At all events they ought to have a 
fair trial by being fairly executed. These are 
some of the reasons why the people of the fron- 
tier think that John ©. Fremort ought not to be 
longer Governor of Anizona. If be needs to be 
— they say there are some sinecure 

vreaus in Washington wherea man can be laid 
on the shelf in an ornamentaicapacity. He 
koows something of diplomacy—is a rare dip-. 
iomat. Make him en under secretary in the 
State Department. Give bim some minor for- 
eign appointment, if be is too far away from 
politics for anything better; but, at all events, 
do not put him at the head of a young Territory 
where a man is wanted in all the prime of his 
powers. 

* And what's the matter with New Mexico“ 
ITasked. * Surely Lionel A. Sneidon isa much 
younger man than Fremont, bad a great deal of 
dash as a soldier, and is a brave, courageous, 
muuly kind of man now?” 

Of course he is; but his courage and energy., 
and ull that sort of thing. in New Mexico came 
in after thetact.

WORLD'S FAIR. 


Boston People Hope to Have One in 
Their Towa ia 1881. 
Special Disvaich to The Chicago Tribureé. 

Boston, Oct. 13.—A meeting of the Com- 
mittee of Twenty-eight, which is a 
sub-committee of the Committee of 
Three Hundred upon the World's 
Fair, oceurred today. Reports were 
presented from the various sub-committees 
upon the details of the fair, and some of 
these reports are dated months ago, showing 
how the disturbance caused by tne Presi- 
dent’s assasination has delayed the project 
of the fair. Digesting the reports of the 
sub-committees, the twenty-eight come to the 
conclusion that the fair can be held 
in Boston in 1885, provided a fund 
of $5,000,000 can de raised. This 
conclusion, and the report in which it is em- 
bodied, will be presented to the Committee of 
Three Hundred at a meeting a week trom Mon- 
day. At this meeting it is provable that the re- 
portof the Committee of Twenty-eight will be 
accepted and the committee discharged. Then 
it will be necessary to appoint a canvassing 
committee to see it the necessary $5,000,000 Ma 
be raised. Each trade will probably be repre- 
sented upon this committee, and will doubtiess 
be requested to choose its own repre- 
sentation. Time must be allowed for the can- 
vass, and ninety days has been mentioned as 
ample. Subscriptions to the fund will of course 
be conditional upon other amounts being sub- 
scribed, and no money will be paid till it is de- 
cided whether or not the fair is coming here. 
When the Canvassing Committee shall have un- 
ished its work another meeting of the 300 W 
be calkd, and not until that meet me, at the 
earliest, will it de decided whether the fair will 
be undertaken. Men who have been at the front 
in the whole movement are very confident that 
the $5,000,000 will be raised easily, and that the fair 
will occur here. In the Committee of Twenty- 
eight there is a hearty enthusiasm for it, and 
there is an evident disposition to plunge in.

BARON VON HAYMERLE. 

On Monday afternoon at 3 o’eclock the 
Austro-Hungarian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Baron von Haymerle, died of heart- 
disease, after a brief illness of one week. 
He was only 533 years of age, having been 
born at Vienna on Dec. 7, 1828. He was a 
descendant of an old German family, 
and received part of his education at 
the Vienna Oriental College. In 1848 he 
came near losing his life, having become 
mixed up with the revolutionary party of 
that period and sentenced to death. But he 
was sated by the intervention of baron 
liubner, who was an intimate friend of Von 
Haymerle’s parents, and whose ence 
subsequently converted him toa loyal sub- 
ject of the Crown. In 1850 he entered the 
state service as assistant interpreter 
at Constantinople, for which post he was 
peculiarly qualified by his knowledge of 
seventeen languages. In 1857 he became Secre- 
tary; of Leration to the Austrian Embassy at 
Athens, whence be was successively trans- 
ferred to Dresden and Frankfort. Pending the 
ditticulties between Denmark and Germany in 
1861, be was sentas Austrian Chargé d' Affaires 
to Copenhagen to help settle the Schleswix- Hol- 
stein question. Toward the end of the Austro- 
Prussian war be left Frankfort and took part in 
the conferences at Prague which resulted in re- 
storing peace between Germany and Austria. 
Soon after be returned to Constantinople and 
Athens, and in 1877 was sent as Minister to 
Rome. When Count Andrassy in 1878 went to 
the Berlin Congress he chose Von Haymerle as 
one of his colleugues, and when Count Andrassy 
retired in 1879 from bis tas Minister of For- 
eign Affairs Baron von Haymerle was chosen as 
bis successor. His policy has been peaceful, and 
he helped to bring about an understanding de- 
oy the Emperor of Austria and King Hum- 
vert.

n any section where the majority of the prop- 
erty-owners desire it. Bills on the improvement 
of Michigan avenue and the South Park 
in general were audited and ap- 
proved, these, together with the pay-roiis 
of employés, amounting to $21,000 for Septem- 
ber. The attorney of the commission was in- 
structed to make an ordinance prohibiting the 
use of horse-biocks and hitching-posts on any 
of the boulevards, not only disallowing the 
placing in position of any such street obstruc- 
tions in the future, but requiring and enforcing, 
if need be, the removal of those that now distig- 
ure the public drives. The reasons given for

this ordinance were rather vague, but the fact 


that Commissioner Walsh seemed to be con- 
vinced that the use of bitching- posts was primi- 
tive, and that the erection of cumbrous car- 
riage- blocks upon high curbs was not only 
primitive but absolutely barbarous, was suffi- 
cient to carry bis motion to do away with them.

MUTILATED MONEY. 


In this city, as well as many others, circulars 
have been put up to the effect that the United 
States Government has fixed the vaiues of 
silver coins which have boles in them or are 
otherwise mutilated, the doliars being put down 
as worth 65 cents, half-dollars ; cents, 
and soon. The notice, as appears from a tele- 
gram published in THe TRIBUNE the other day, 
is a bogus one, the Treasury Department hav- 

fixed no valuation upon mutilated coins 
other than the market value of the silver they 
contain. The elfect of this notice, however 
spurious though it be, has n to drive this 
kind of coin utterly out of use. With so enor- 
mous a discount upon it everybody bas refused 
to receive it, and consequently it has disap- 
peared from 1 — The same will probably be 
the case with Canadian silver. It was stated 
some days that the street-railway companies 
had refused to receive it, because they could 
only dispose of it ata discount of 5 per cent. 
Several retail stores now aunounce that they 
will not take it except at a much larger dis- 
count: for instancc, will only take a quarter ror 
20 cents. The result of this proscription will be 
that in a short time coins with Queen Victoria's 
head upon them will bea curiosity in this part 
of country.

SEXTON’S CLAIMS. 


DISCUSSION BY THE COUNTY BOARD. 

The County Board held an adjourned meeting 
yesterday afternoon, Commissioner Senne in 
the chair, all of the members present .except 
Commissioners Stewart and Purington. 

On motion of Mr. Clark the board was resolved 
into Committee of the Whole, and P. J. Sexton's 
‘miscellaneous account,” amounting to $8,028, 
was taken up.

Mr. Clark—Have you not agreed to accept the 
estimate? 

Mr. Sexton—I have, but I withdraw the prop- 
osition if the billis to be gone over as sug- 
gested. 

Mr. Clark—Then we have nothing to do with 
the claim. 

In the further discussion of the bill some re- 
flections were cast upon Architect Egan, who 
was charged with baving assumed too much in 
ordering work done, to which he replied with 
some feeling. He said all of the work done, or 
cDanges ordered, had been upon the advice and 
coasent of the members of the buard, and, while 
he was willing to assume his share of the re- 
sponsibility, he wanted to see them assume their 
sbare for once. 

The bill was then taken up by items, Mr. 
O'Neill objecting to each one as read. Several 
of them were passed, however, over bis pro- 
tests, but they were for small amounts.

He had asked the board to assist him, 
but they had refused, and rather_than be fur- 
ther insulted and sneered at by the like of Com- 
missioner O Neill he would leave the room. 

Mr. O'Neill retorted io a spirit of anger and de- 
flance, asserting his official prerogative by 
pounding upon bis desk with bis fist, and making 
the air ring with remarks in the interest of re- 
form and the taxpayers. 

Mr. Sexton replied, and his temper was justa 
little ruffied. The board might do as it pltased, 
he said, but the moment the authority to arbi- 
trate his claims was taken from the architect 
he would stand upon his rights, and claim the 
face of his bills. 

Mr. Albright tried to pour oil upon troubled 
waters by suggesting that it was a waste of time 
to proceed further as things were going. 

Mr. Wood, too, was of the opinion that nothing 
could be done as things were moving, and sug- 
gested that the whole question be referred toa 
special committee, 

After some further disputing the committee 
arose and reported that they bad agreed to pay 
Mr. Sexton $8,028, and asked the board to 
concur.

Mr. Spaulding said he desi 
towers near the junction of the three 
branches of the river,and would guarantee 
that it weuld light all of the drawbridges 
and make river as uavigabie by 
night as 2 He wanted to erect r 
tower at junction of Clark and Lake stree 
and a third at the junction of Wasbington 
Franklin streets. These lights would be about 
one-third of a mile apart, 
WOULD RENDER UNNECESSARY 2,000 STREET- 
LAMPS 
which were now costing the city about $50,000 
annuaily. The towers would not interfere with 
the view in any way, and would withstand the 
fiercest burricane. The lowest girders would 
traffic on the streets. If these 
lights were satisfactory, the city was to pay him 
$17,500 per tower annually. 

In answer to a question, Mr. Spaulding said 
that the generating works would be built by 
bimself on ground walch he would purchase, and 
would occupy a space ore feet. The works 
would be built centrally to supply three or four 
towers. The cables were to be laid — 
in a patent casing of his own, and would put 
about two and one-half feet below the surface, 
He might eventually furnish light for individual 
cunsumption, but not if it would interzere with 
the etliciency of the tower lights. three 
towers spoken of would light streets within 
the circuit, so that every room in every. building 
would be suflicientiy lighted up to allow of a 
person reading or sewing. 

Mr. Spaulding further said he had been pay- 
ing constant attention to electrical matters dur- 
ing the past five years, and was confident of the 
success of bis system, altbough it had not been 
tested. in Boston the law would not allow him 
to put up his towers. He had been @ questions 
optician, and knew that bis light would be easier 
ou the eyes thau the ordinary gasiight, as it 
would not have the bard, unnatural glare of the 
electric lights now in use, His patents were 
nearly all out,and he was obtaining foreign 
patents also. 

Ald: Wickersham said he did hot know Mr. 
Spaulding, and was unable to say whether he 

us a responsible person or not. 

Mr. Spaulding then introduced Gen. McDowell, 
who produced a letter of introduction from the 
United States Electric Lighting Company, pre- 
sented to him by Mr. Spaulding. He was assured 
that the Bostonian had plenty of good backing.

SHE GOT THE CHILD. 
A CURLOUS CASE IN THE COUNTY COURT. 

A case out of the usuai order occupied the at- 
tention of Judge Loomis yesterday afternoon, 
and, being the first of the kind ever heard in the 
County Court, attracted considerable attention. 
The disputants were man and wife—Helen E. 
Schefchek and Joseph Schefchek—and the ac- 
tion was brougbt by the mother to obtain, by 
writ of habeas corpus, from the father, the pos- 
session of a 44-year-old child which he had 
stolen some days ago. 

The mother was a neat, comely-appearing 
woman of about 3 years of age, and was ac- 
companied by ber parents, sister, and several 
friends, but the father, who bad the child with 
him, lost favor by contrast. He was rough iu 
appearace, his features irregular, bis manners 
awkward, and his entire surroundings were not 
sucb as to captivate the spectators, or win for 
bim a great dealof sympathy. The evidence 
went to show, however, ili-mated as the pair 
appeared to have been, that they had lived 
comparatively bappily together for some 
years, and that their first troubie 
came of the discovery that the house they were 
living in was infected with sewer-gas, which was 
detrimental to their health, if not to tneir 
wedded felicity. Taking this view of the situa- 
tion. they both quit the premises, but, some how 
or other, went in opposit directions, and there- 
after there was no peace. Following this, the 
evidence disciosed the existence of a mother- 
in-law and an unmarried sister, whom the bus- 
band contended had Won his wife’s affection 
from him, and had been the cause of all the 
troubie, which little circumstance, he said, 
caused him to warn the public, by 
advertisement in these columns, against 
harburing or crediting her on his account. 
It also disclosed the fact that, when she left him, 
she went to ber parents and took the child with 
ber; that he had a fondness for beer; that he 
was in the habit of going to saloons in the even- 
ing, and taking the child with him when they 
were living together: and, finally, that he 

STOLE THE CHILD 
last Sunday, when on its way to Sunday-school, 
since which time it had been secreted, and 
wanted a mother's care and affection. 

Judge Loomis heard the case with the deepest 
interest, and, in passing upon it, said it was the 
first one of the kind which had ever come be- 
fore him. About the last case he bad ever ap- 
peared in, however, the same question of law 
had been involved—the question of whether or 
not the father, in cases of separation of this 
kind, was the absolute legal custodian and 
guardian of the child. The older English au- 
toorities were in favor of the father, but of late 
years the decisions had been tending the other 
way, and especially had this been the case 
in this country where the child was 
ot “tender years.” In the case before 
him, the child was not only of “tender 
years,” but the testimony had showa 
that it was also delicate, and needed the care of 
a mother. It was, therefore, not solely a ques- 
tion who should have possession of the child, as 
he understood the law, but the greater question 
to be considered was the child's individual in- 
terest. Nothing bad bce. said against the 
mother, but, to the contrary, everything had 
been in her favor, and the evidence had shown 
that she had been kind and affectionate, as 
mothers usually were. He believed, therefore, 
that law and the child’s well-being demanded 
that it should be restored to its mother, and he 
so ordered. 

As soon as the decision had been made, Mrs. 
Schefchek jumped 8 from the seat 
which she had occupied, with sobbings and tears, 
and rushed for the child, which was seated upon 
its father’s lap. At first he was inclined to resist 
the order, but he finally gave the child up. The 
mother eagerly took it, and, smothe the in- 
nocent little thing with kisses, left room 
glorying over her victory.

It bas gone up at last, and at the present writ- 
jug issupposed to be several hundred miles 
southwest of Chicago. Reference is had. of 
course, to Prof. King’s monster balloon, tne A. 
J. Nutting, also known as The Great North- 
west. Under the latter title it traveied six 
miles in Minnesota, a tew wecks ago, starting 
from toe Minneapolis fair-zgrounds, and after 
that fiasco it was christened anew, its present 
name lieing that of the well-known ‘Clothier un- 
der whose management the ascension of yester- 
day took place. 

it was announced that the start would be 
made yestercay from the base-bali park at 1 
o'clock. That hour found the balloon about 
ful of gas, and otherwise in almost complete 
readiness to go up. But the wind was blowing 
at a terrific rate, and the sky looked ominous. 
Besides this, the crowd then inside the fence was 
gecidediy attenuated—a shivering handful of 
people.

A THOUSAND DEADHEADS, 

The view from the viaduct was an excellent 
one, too.

THE OSCILLATING MONSTER. 


The bailoon in the early part of the afternoon 
was anchored at the south end of the park, im- 
m@liately in front of the grand stand. The 
wind was 80 strong from the north. how 
ever, that Prof. King wis afraid 
to start from tbat point, knowing that 
in the ascent the basket would be surely thrown 
upagainst the solid timbers of the grund stand 
—a prospect extremely unpleasant for the acro- 
mu.s.

FIN AN CIAL. 


Stocks were eattes-tind strong. Money was 
easy at 566 ver cent, and there were no dis- 
quieting influences at work in any direction, 
Wall street is apparently disregarding the rail- 
road altogether. The break iu Chicago in Board 
of Trade products helped the New York stock 
market materially. It was felt that lower prices 
for grain and provisions meant more business 
for railroads, would unlock a great deal of 
capital, and would have a favorable effect 
on business generally. At the close 
the market was strong, with au 
advance for the day on nearly everything. New 
York adv! predicted that the rise would not 


be permanent. but the average Western bull will. 


regard these New York views as comforting. 

Manhattan was the card. It went up from 33% 
to 45. Nobody knows what the advance means, 
and nobody in Chicago has the courage to buy 
it. It was reported toward the close of business 
that a new deal had been arranged by which 
New York Elevated was to be paid 5 per cent 
dividends and Metropolitan and Manhbat- 
tan 3per cent each. It is also asserted that the 
stock is cornered. The fact that Mr. Cy- 
rus W. Field was elected on Wednesday 3 
Director of Mr. Gould's Western Union leads 
the street to suspect that Gould and Field 
understand each other very well. 

New York Central, Lake Shore Reading, and 
ali the Vanderbilt stocks made good gains. New 
York Ceutral has lately dropped very near the 
point, I,, at which it would net 6 per cent to 
the hoider. New York Central nas paid 8 per 
cent through: panic and railroad wars. Mr. 
Vanderbilt has lately been buying new feeders, 
like Reading, which will add enormously to 
the business of the main stem. In view of these 
facts it is singular to find in the New York dis- 
patches that Vanderbilt is selling New York 
Central, and doing it ostensibly as short selling, 
in order to market more than he could if it ap- 
peared he was selling long stock. 

The character of the new Western Union Di- 
rectory is favorably commented on, and gave a 
good deal of strength to the stock. 

Coal stocks were reported to be sold by in- 
siders. 

Shorts were covering freely, and Keene was 
declared to bave become a bull. Some good 
buying for investment was noticed. 

Leading operators in grain were obser ved to 
be covering their short sales of railroad stocks. 

Wall street is not satisfied with what Secretary 
Windom agrees to do in his last circular. They 
complain that the bonds are to be paid at Wash- 
ington and not in New York, and that the 
owners of the bonds before sending them to 
Washington must assign them to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and that this assignment must be 
made before it is known whetber the bonds will 
be accepted by the Treasury--that is, whether 
they will arrive before the $5,000,000 limit is 
reached. An effortisto be made to have the 
Secretary redeem the bonds at the New York 
Sub-Treasury. 

Small certificates of Metropolitan are coming 
onthe market, indicating that investors are 
losing their confidence. 

One Wall street explanation of the advance was 
that it was caused by Gould's buying and by 
Vanderbilt's not selling, but why Gouid bought, 
and Vanderbilt did not seil, the sapient gossiper 
did not say. 

Wali street movements suggest to some 
shrewd guessers that some of the great Moguis 
know something that gives them new confidene 
iu the future; as, for instance, who is to be Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and that this policy will 
be to make “ good times.“

its payment of dividends. This shows con- 
ciusively that since the company has increased 
its capital to $80,000,000 it has been competied to 
draw heavily on its capitalized surplus in order 
to pay dividends, and shows further that the 
official statements published by the company 
are eutitled to but little credit as exhibiting its 
actual financial condition. 

The Graphic says: 

There was a steady borrowing demand for 
New York Central this morning at 5 per cent, 
and it is understood that Mr. William H. Van- 
derbilt is — 9 long stock but is not delivering 
any. so that he can finda market for more. Mr. 
George Osgood is said to have sold throngh C. J. 
Osborn & Co. 144,000 shares. The decline is at- 
tributed to the reduced earnings, one of the 
Directors having admitted that if the low freight 
rates are kept up for thirty days longer that the 
gross earnings for the present fiscal vear will 
be $2,000,000 behind those of 1°80.

The station agents AK. the * of the Rock 
Isiand Railroad have been officially notified not 
to receive any more grain for consignment to 
Chicago till turther orders. It was stated yes- 
terday that a similar potitication das been 
served along the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
lines. The reason is the difficulty of finding 
storage room bere.. Thisis a pretty condition 
of things for tbis time of the year. It will call 
down anathemas on the beads of parties 
supposed to be responsible for it, and they 
may be blamed unjustly. It was only 
natural, with the discovery of a 
shortage in the crop yield, that prices 
should advance more in the West than further 
East. Under such a state of affairs there is 
hkely to be a block, because buyers do not ad- 
vance their views till forced to it. One might 
plausibly argue that the block would have ex- 
isted if wheat had not advanced above $1.20, or 
corn above 50e, because buyers would bave re- 


, garded those prices as too high, and hold off in 


ihe hope of being abie to purchase at $1.10 and 
45c. The matter is bad enough, however, aad 
ali the more bad, as it is difticult to see how there 
can be any radical relief before next spring.

The Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners have refused to allow the Seaverns 
Warehouse at Twenty-third street to be op- 
erated asa branch of the Armour, Dole & Co. 

Of course, 
the cost of the license is no objection, but the 
difficulty lies in the question of expense in de- 
livery, the building being some distance from a 
dock line.

WHEAT PROSPECTS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 10.—The American grain 
markets are certainly in a very anomalous posi- 
tion, speculation having driven prices nearly as 
high in the leading Western markets as in those 
at the seabcard, where in turn similar opera- 
tions have carried prices, relatively, considera- 
bly above those ruling in the principal markets 
of Western Europe. In consequence of this ir- 
regular state ot affairs,which, for the time being, 
does no doubt greatly restrict legitimate busi- 
ness, there are many who believe that the posi- 
tion of out markets is entirely artificial, and that 
a general collapse and heavy decline in prices is 
impending. There are others, however, who 
cannot see why there should necessarily be any 
such sequence to the present situation, claiming 
rather, as they do, that the European markets 
will gradually atcend to the American

Port Huron, Mich., Oct. 10.—Mre. ——, Chica- 
go, 1U.— DEAR MADAME: I Dave just been pre- 
sented with a very nice little package of useful 
articles which I have given to my duuguter, who 
is ili with the measies,and which was kindly 
given by you, asl learn froma letter it con- 
tained. We cannot but feel grateful for 
your kindness to us in our distress, and to the 
American people in general for their warm- 
bearted eympathy in this our time of need. We- 
are a family of seven, and have lived in Bing- 
bam, Huron County, over tweuty years. I was 
one of the pioneers of that county, and passed 
through the tire of 71. but we saVed our build- 
ines at thai time. We have five daughters and 
one son. He and two of the youngest giris were 
living with us. The other daughters are mar- 
riedto farmers,and had nice homes, and were 
prospering finely. My old homestead, which 1 
hewed out of the woods in the last twenty 
years, and which contained orchards of choicest 
fruits, and gardens of rare plants and flowers, 
also a weil-managed apiary of choice Italian 
bees, kept by my son, 26 years Old, are almost eu- 
tirely swept away. We have nothing left us but 
the soil—no timber for fences, and but little to

God who believes His word speak with no un- 
equivocal meaning. The substance of the state- 
ment as reported is, that God becomes recon- 
ciled to mau according to the teaching of His 
work. | make bold to assert as a layman 
speaking in tne fear of God, and 1 throw down 
the gage to all the theologians in the world, 
that no such absurdity is taught in the Word of 
God. Revelation and common sense both teach 
us that God's character and cxpression of that 
character is the same yesterday. today, and 
forever, and that it is in the higbest conceivable 
sense benelicent; moreover, that mau by nature 
bas not and does not conform to God's benefi- 
cent requirements; in other words, does not 
sutisfy the requirements of this beneficeat 
God as He has expressed them in His law. The 
word that bas been translated * reconviliation ” 
(katalasso) does not receive its true and strict 
interpretation in the Engiish word * reconcilia- 
tion.’ It means to change throughout or thor- 
oughly, or restore, and does not have the recip- 
roval force which belongs to our English word 
“reconcile.” There ia a vast difference be- 
tween man being reconciled to God and being 
thorougbly changed over so as to satisfy God's 
reauirements which are expressed in the stand- 
ariofbisiaw. As there is neither time nor 
space now to go into an extended statement of 
the doctrine of the atonement, I will simply 
quote my own translation of Paul's succinct 
statement of this doctrine fvund in the fifth 
chapter of Romans, firat to the eleventh verses, 
both inciusive: \ 
Havi been justified on account Of faith 
then, we have peace in our reiation to God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, through whom 
we bave had our introduction by faith into this 
grace iu whicb we stand and boast in respect to 
a hope of the glory of God. Aud not only this, 
but we also bonst in our tribulations, kuowing 
that our tribulation worketh patient endurance, 
and our patient endurance approved val- 
ue, and our approved value hope, and that 
our bope maketh not ashamed, because the 
love of God hath been shed abroad in our beart, 
through holy spirit that bath been given us. For 
still more, while we were yet weak, Curist at an 
appointed time died for the irreverent. Hardly 
indeed for a just man will any one submit to 
die. For the good man, however, perchagce 
some one even may dare to die. But God com- 
mundeth His love toward us in that while we 
were yet sinners in error Christ died for our 
sake. Having been justified therefore in His 


. blood, how muchbunore sball we base been saved 


through Him from the wrath. For, if while we 
were enemies we became thoroughly chauged. 
or restored, in our relation to God thruuga the 
death of His son. how much more baving beeu 
thoroughly changed, or restored, shail we have 
been saved in His life; and not only so, but we 
aiso are boasting in God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, through whom now we have received 
this change (or restoration). 

Even the casual render can see from this 
Seriptural statement that the change is on the 


part of man, vot God; and that there is in fact 


no such doctrive here teught as, a revcipro- 
cal reconciliation between God and mau. 
lievoncilianon implies that God and man were 
both in a state of enmity toward cacb otber. 
How absurd! God in his character of love is 
eveu providing the sacrificial offering to save 
and biess wan, while mau is His enemy, aud in ua 
state of rebellion against bis just and benelicent 
law, as stated in the above quoted pussaure. 

We need a great deal more fevision than we 
have yet had as loug us such teachiug arrogates 
to itself the authority of the word ot God.

W bite- Dog, age Id, nephew of Little No- Heart, 
Chiet of Minnicoujou Sioux tribe. No-Heart is a 
Chief of strong intiuence and character,very loy- 
al to the Government, and bus done much to in- 
troduce civilized ideas among his people. He 
has already had a son and a nephew educated at 
Hampton. He wears white men’s clothes and 
eugages in manual labor. White-Dog's father 
died of wounds received in the United States 
service as scout. 

Good-Horse, aged 16, cousin of Harry Brown, 
just returned from Hampton, is son of White- 
Horse, a prominent and influential Sioux, who 
tarms and raises considerable stock, Fight- For, 
brother of Chief No-Heart, a rather wild Indian. 

William Larrabee, aged 18, and Maggie Lurra- 
bee, 10, children of Alexander Larrabee, Freuch- 
man, mother an indian, whois also the mother 
of Joe Marsh, aged . whose father was one 
Marsh. an American. Ail parents are new liv- 
ing. On calling at the home to take off, by 
previous appointment, little Joe, the mother sail 
sue wished Maggio to go tuo, and as there wus 
no blacksmith in that region, it was suggested 
by William, who was eugaged close by in vuild- 
iug a house, that be might learn the 
trade Ilampton.

His tather was a Freuch- 
man, his mother an indian. it is astonishing 
how quickly Igdians decide and act, and how 
ensily, and how a dav later they will entirely re- 
verse their minds. They are tne most uncertain 
and variable of people. These four beloug to 
the twentyv-oue families of Indians at Peoria 
Bottom whom the Kev. T. L. Riggs, Presbyterian 
missivuary, bas induced io sepurate from their 
tribal relations, and, after five years’ bard work, 
gotten the Government to wrant ther titles to 
their bomesteads which they buve chosen on tbe 
banks of the Missouri They are still rationed, 
but will soou becou seif-supporting. All oc- 
cupY plain log houses, surrounded witt tool and 
other outbouses, and each bas a buye stack of 
hay piled up for winter use. 

Mr. Riggs’ own cottawe and little white church 
stand in the midst of the plain. He and bis as- 
Sistuut preach to and teach them and about 5,000 
Other ludians who are at veighboring camps, 
Visiting them and encouraging civilized wavs. 
This etfort is one ot the finest things in the bis- 
tory of Indian progress, and proves the possibil- 
ity of Indian civilization. 

FROM CROW CREEK AGENCY 
there came Pusoca (Dry-Head), aged 16, an 
orphan son of Bright-Lye, a warrior of Chief 
W hite-G host's band; Wambdiciga (Littie-Eagle), 
aged 16, son of Middile-Side, a warrior of White- 
Guost; Cetan (Hawk), aged 18, son of Little- 
Shield, a soldier of Chief White-Gbost; John 
Archambeau, aged 16, father a Frenchman (a 
farimer), mother an ludian; Susan Carpenter, 
aged 18, daugnter of Skunk-Robs, a warrior of 
Dog-Barks’ band; Skedula (Red-Bird), aged 14, 
daughter of Kiiled-Many uf White-Gbhost’s band, 
a herdsman; Rebecca, aged 12, daughter of 
Shooting- Iron, a clergyman. All are full-biood- 
ed but one. Crow Creek Agency isin a more ud- 
venced condition than the rest. One-half the 
1.1 Indians on it have taken up reservation 
lands, which they bold by a certilicate trom the 
Secretary of the Interior. A singiec Inodian can 
take eighty acres, one witb a family 3220 acres. 
Sixty thousand acres have thus been taken up, 
and over W000 occupied. An average of tive 
acres.on cach occupied piece has been broken 
and planted. Legisiatuon which shall perfect 
the ludian rigbt is most imperative. ‘This is the 
work of Capt. Wiltiam E. Dougherty, U. 8. A.. 
late agent in charge. This excellent work will 
be pushed by the new agent, Maj. Spencer, and 
much may ve hoped for if Congress shall en- 
courage it. Owning land in severalty is the sal- 
vation of the Indian. The effort at Crow Creck 
is of the deepest interest, and such efforts as the 
Captain's deserve recognition.

An old Indian grandmother at Lower 
Brute kept a girl in the bushes all night to keep 
her from school, much to the disgust of the 
girl's father, who is determined she shall get to 
Hampton. 

Indian mothers, and especially grandmothers, 
are much in the way of the education of giris. 
Fathers are usually more enlightened. Indian 
womeu had much more influence in family mat- 
ters than Gen. Armstrong supposed. They do 
all the bard work, bave much responsibility, and 
have much physical force, as well as force of 
character. Many of them have strong faces. 
An Indian girl bas an easy time till she is mar- 
riageable, then she becomes a lady and takes it 
very easily till she accepts a brave. Then a lite 
of siavery and drudgery begins. 

The new party for the Hampton Institute are 
neariy all tull- bloods, selected for good minds 
and heaithy bodies. much care being taken on 
the latter point. The death of Indian chiidren 
at Hampton has bud a discouraging effect. In 
about a week - Lieut. G6. Leroy Brown, of the 
army, receutiy detailed as military instructor at 
Hampton, will pass through Chicago with fifteen 
more children—ten of them boys and five girls 
from Sitting-Bull’s band, and tive otbers— 
two giris and three borys—from Fort Ber- 
thold Agency. The thirty Indians who have 
passed three years at the Hampton Institute 
have been left at their respective homes, about 
five at each of the above-named agencies. All 
have gone to work, having been provided by the 
Indian Agents in charge with positions as assist- 
aut teachers, or as blacksmiths, carpenters, or 
farmers, or in office work, each one entitied to 
rations and receiving from $10 to $25 a month. 
Much is expected from their example and 
general iniluence. Upon their steadfastness 
depends in a great degree the faith of the In- 
dians about them in the education of their chil- 


dren.
